2. WOOL. 


The total production of wool in New South Wales was 546,273,000 Ib. in 1939-40; 
539,907,000 Ib, in 1940-41; 547,000,000 Ib, in 1941-42, and 497,538,000 lb.f in 1942—43. 


Under agreement with the British Government the wool clips of Australia are being 
disposed of by appraisement for the duration of the war and one year thereafter. The agreed 
average price for seasons 1939-40 to 1941-42 was 10°75d. sterling or 13°4375d. Australian 
Currency, per lb. This price has been increased to 12°3625d. sterling or 15°4531d. Australian 
Currency per lb., commencing with the 1942-43 clip.

4, BUTTER. 


The production of butter in factories in the year ended June, 1943, was Io per cent, greater than in last 
season, 


Since November, 1939, the British Government has purchased under contract, the exportable surplus of Australian 
butter. The contract price for choicest was 137s. 2}d. per cwt. f.o.b, Australian ports to July, 1942, and 142s. tod. since 
that date. The wholesale price for local consumption was fixed at 158s. 8d. per cwt. on 8th June, 1938, and increased 
to 166s, rod. on 6th March, 1942.

The index may be regarded as an approximate measure of changes in the volume of 
business transactions settled by cheques provided it is considered in conjunction with changes in 
price levels. It represents the ratio of each month’s clearings to the average for the month 
concerned during the five years 1926-1930. This average is represented by 100 each month, 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly index 
numbers have been smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is the index 
shown above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding 
two months. It may be compared vertically or horizontally. 


The index is adjusted to eliminate the effects of Treasury Bill and other special 
transactions on behalf of Governments and the effects of bank amalgamations. No adjustment 
has been made tor normal growth or change of price levels. The amounts of clearings shown 
are the recorded totals less Treasury Bill transactions only.
